Chris Meyers. Considerable acre- 
age of corn, millet, sunflowers and 
buckwheat to provide feed 
has 


been planted. Winter feeding will 
be carried on. The birds, reared 
by Toledo sportsmen in addition 
to those sent by the state for re- 
stocking, will be liberated on the 
refuge. They will distribute them- 
selves to surrounding territory 
The refuge 
will prevent ovei- 


shooting and will save the seed 
stock for the coming year. 


The Middletown sportsmen are 


also rearing pheasants in captivi- 
ty to be distributed 
on nearby 


game lands. In this way sports- 
men are helping their own game 
They are not depending entirely 
on the state. Farmers are becom- 
ing interested in producing game 
as a crop. While the Division of 
Conservation will rear and liberate 
approximately 
20,000 pheasants 


this year, sportsmen must carry 
on individual effort in game breed- 
ing if there are to be enough birds 
for Ohio's 400,000 licensed hunt-1 
ers.

Work on other great air crafts 


—the Shenandoah, the Los Angeles, 


the Graf Zeppelin, the R-100, even 
the historic old Tom Baldwin and 
its companions—trained them for 
the construction of the "Akron."
